Stewart's plans for the immedi 


ate future"call for a'daily produc 
tion of eight tons 'for • customer:

ing 550 pounds an hour..

Workers hand-feed potatoes in- 


to the peeler. After this operation 
the potatoes are "spotted and 
eyed" by the workers who nexl 
hand-feed the product into a slicer 
which cuts a variety of shapes. 


The final process, before pack- 


aging, soaks the potatoes in ah 
anti-oxidant solution to retard dis- 
coloration. 


After each batch is tasted, the 


product is ready for distribution. 


Stewart says the potatoes will 


stay fresh from five to eight days, 
depending upon the amount of re 
frigeration. 


One aspect of the production 


process which Stewart is quick to 
point out is there is no waste. 


The peelings are carted Way 


by a hog farmer for feed while 
hash browns are made from po- 
tato Scraps.
